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Several Tax Law Changes On Investment Income Discussed 


(This is the tenth in a series 
of articles on ways you can 
save on your income tax 
returns this year. The 
articles are written by 
Henry Block, president of H 
& R Block. Inc.) 

One of the most popular 
indoor sports for many 
Americans, either on a 
regular or on an occasional 
basis, is trading on the stock 
market. The Revenue Act of 
1969 has brought about 
significant changes in the 
rules of this popular 
past time, so it is necess¬ 
ary to examine the most 
important of these changes. 

The basic concept 

regarding the taxability of 
profits realized from 
trading on the stock market 
is a simple one. If you buy 
stock at one price and sell it 
at another, the difference is 
your profit or loss. You pay 
taxes on the profit and. 
subject to certain 

limitations, you may deduct 


the loss. The amount of 
taxable profit depends on 
how long you held the stock. 
If you owned it for six 
months or less, the gain or 
loss is considered short¬ 
term and the entire gain is 
taxable as if it were 
ordinary income, the same 
as wages, interest, etc. If 
you held the stock for more 
than six months, the profit 
is considered to be long¬ 
term and you are only 
required to pay tax on 50'^v 
of the gain. If your losses 
exceeded your gains you 
were allowed to deduct up to 
$1,000 per year against 
ordinary income and then 
carry over any remaining 
losses to following years. 

NEW LAW 

The new law has changed 
the rules with regard to the 
deductibility of capital 
losses. Beginning with 1970, 
losses are allowed only to 
the extent of gains plus the 
smallest of the following; 
(1) taxable income for the

Dr. Brinkley s point is 
that while people will s' o'< 
immediate and effect r. 
treatment for backai:rk 
and other serious problei'is 
which of themselves -re 
not unusual, they over¬ 
look others such as head¬ 
aches that are just as 
dangerous and perilous 
to one’s well-being. 

“The public has been 
brainwashed about head¬ 
aches,” says Dr. Brinkley. 
‘‘People are constantly 
reminded self-treat¬ 

ment of headaches by using 


pain killers, and they 
overlook the serious 
consequences of allowing a 
headache condition to 
reoccur on a constant and 
continual basis.” 

Then there are head¬ 
aches which people do not 
accept so casually. “Un¬ 
fortunately," says Dr. 
Brinkley. ‘“They are the 
headaches which are too 
frequent and too severe 
to endure. We see people 
with chronic headache 
problems everyday.” 

“The causes of head¬ 
aches are varied and 
numerous. They may come 
from circulatory disturb¬ 
ances, kidney disorders, 
digestive upsets, etc. 
There are “sinus head¬ 
aches,’ headaches from 
nervous disorders, the 
migraine headache, and

“The sympton of a 
headache is easy enough 
to identify,” smiled Dr.

“ If you think that once 
you’ve had a headache you 
are bound to have another, 
you’ll be right under one 
condition,” says Dr. Brink- 
ley. 

“ And that’s on the condi¬ 
tion that you never seek 
permanent relief of the 
headache.” 

And it certainly won t 
kill you if you try!

Although these rules 
sound rather complex, 
several examples should 
indicate how they will worn 
in practice. Mr. Smith, a 
single taxpayer with a 
salary of $10,000, sustained a 
$1500 long-term loss in the 
stock market. Under the 
Tax Reform Act, Mr. Smith 
is allowed to deduct one-half 
($750) of his long-term loss 
from ordinary income. 
Under prior law he could 
have deducted $1,000 and 
carried over the remaining 
$500 to the next year.

husband and wife had their 
own capital losses, it might 
have been to their 
advantage to file separate 
returns so that each one of 
them could take advantage 
of the $1,000 capital loss 
deduction. The Revenue Act 
of 1969 changed this and now 
the maximum capital loss 
deduction on separate 
returns is $500. 

LOSS CARRYOVER 
The basic rule regarding 
loss carryovers has not been 
changed by the 1969 Act, 
i.e., the excess of net long¬ 
term capital loss over net 
short-term capital gain may 
be carried forward. But, the 
manner of determining net 
short-term capital gain for 


carryover purposes has 
been changed. Essentially, 
the change directs inclusion 
of the nondeductible 50% of 
the individual’s long-term 
capital loss in his short¬ 
term capital gain thereby 
reducing the net long-term 
capital loss which can be 
carried forward. The new 
law on carryovers only

applies to losses sustained 
after December 31, 1969. If 
you have an existing 
carryover loss from a prior 
year’s tax return you are 
still, under transitional 
rules, allowed to deduct the 
entire $1,000 of your long¬ 
term loss or to apply the 
loss against any gains you 
mav have.
